SEERBOHM, THE SUICIDE. 


He Did Not Know of the Young Drama- 
tist’s Whereabouts Till He Read of His 
Death in the Newspapers—He Knows 
No Motive for the Deed—An Account 
of Five Cases in Which Dr. Pasteur’s 
Inoculation Treatment Was Unsuccess- 
ful—A Remarkable Operation.

Loxpox, Sept. 14.—While the clock of St. 
Mary le Strand was striking § o’clock an 
elderly man with perturbed face and nervous 

ner, with fine features, of slight frame, 
and wearing a gray came into the Her- 
ald office and abruptly said with a courteous 
manner: 

“T am Mr. Seebohm’s father. Can you 
give me any tidings? I have only learned 
last night at Margate that he is dead, and as 
I read it there in the Paris Herald I am come 
here.“ 

At this zuncture tears came into his eyes 
and his voice failed him; but he soon recov- 
ered his self-command and said: 

“I see by the Herald that my son’s rela- 
tions were cabled, but we have received 
nothing.” 

**When dia vote your son last?” 

“In April. He was then staying at our 
housé¢ in Courtfield Gardens, South Kensing- 
ton. I was going to Biarritz to join my wife 
and asked him to go with me. He said that 
he could not possibly do so, as his play, 
»Little Lord Fauntleroy,’ could not get along 
without his presence. From that day I have 
not seen nor heard of him.”’ 

„Have you endeavored to trace him!“ 

“Yes, but without success. The next 
Saturday Mr. Griffiths of the Prince of 
Wales Theatre saw him. He then said he 
was going to join me at Biarritz. He did not 
do 80. 

Had he money?” 

“Yes; 1 have ascertained that before leav- 
mg he had £600, which he borrowed from a 
wealthy voung friend upon a note of hand. 
Hedrewfrom the London & Westminster 
Bank the following Bank ot England notes: 
Ten at EIO each, numbered from 58,258 to 58,- 
267; four at 50 each, numbered as follows: 
55,443, 55,444, 55,445, 55,471; three at £100 each, 
Nos. 94,617, 04,618, 84,619.” 

Have you traced them?” 

„% Yes; all except two of £100 each—Nos. 
04.617 and 94,618. The discovery of these 1 
consider all important. Perhaps be had them 
sewn up in his clothes. Anyhow, they have 
not so far come to hand.“ 

“ Have you cabled to New York?” 

% No; because I know no details. However, 
I think of sending over Mr. Griffiths by the 
first steamer. Will you say through the Her- 
ald that if itis my son all expenses for a 
proper funeral will be forthcoming, also that 
I wish all his clothes and other belongngs 
by which he mav be identified carefully pre- 
served. His tailor was Mr. Smallpage.“ 

„Would you describe your son as six feet 
high, fair, with wavy hair, clean shaven, and 
with a slightly Roman nose?” 

“He was 23 years old and young looking 
for his age. He wore usually a plain lever | 
gold watch, but I believe he bought a new 
one before his departure. Generally he was 
well dressed, and was in the habit of wear- 
ing a loose scarf caught with a ring. He 
wore finger rings—one on each hand. I can- 
not describe them. One would probably be 
a heavy gold band with an inscription—prob- 
ably the name of Murray?’ 

Wat were his habits!” 

“ He a quiet man, extravagant perhaps, but 
He suffered some years. past from asthma. 
To relieve it he was in the habit of taking 
morphine. He had an operation performed 


six months ago for asthma. Knowing the ; 


qualities of morphine, sand ever skrinking 
from pain, he would not have shot himself. 
He was a pleasant, laughable fellow, a splen- 
did talker, and always made lots of friends.“ 

“Did you remark anything particular 
about him?” | 

Mr. Seebohm reflected a little and then 
said: 

„Well, he was excited indeed at the great 
success of his adaptation. He was equally 
angry when its legality was put into ques- 
tion.” _ 

Was there a woman iu the case?” 

He was engaged to marry a young woman 
whose name it is unnecessary to mention. Just 
vefore leaving London he wrote to her and 
said he thought, on consideration, that it 
would be best the engagement should be post- 
poned until he had obtained my consent, for 
which purpose he was going to Biarritz.“ 

Were you not surprised at his silence?” 

“ Exceedingly; he had never before left 
home for any considerable time, nor failed if: 
absent to correspond with us. When we got 
anxious I began to trace the notes. I then 
found that £50 had been changed April 9into 
German marks. My son had been much 
struck by the successes made by Charles 
Hawtrey in his ‘Private Secretary’ and 
‘Arabian Nights.’ He considered himself 
much cleverer than Hawtrey, and I conciud- 
ed that he was traveling around Germany 
looking for u good play to adapt.“ 

„Aud the other notes!“ 

“Well, after that some came from New 
Yorsn—Nos. 58,268 and 58,266—but I did not 
then imagine he nad gone to the States, be- 
cause a money- changer told me these notes 
had been given by him to an American going 
to America. 3 

“And the lawsuit and his non-appear- 
ance?”’ 

“We were all surprised. Several papers 
at the time mentioned his absence as strange. 
I almost think he must have been insane. It 
seems to me quite possibie that the excite- 
ment of producing the play and the blow of 
the legal proceedings and the breaxing off of 
his engagement may have unhinged his 
mind.” ä : 

“Were you what might be called a harsh 
parent!“ 5 

“ No; I don't think so at all. He was our 
only son, and, indeed, suffering from asthma 
as he did we were lenient with him. I gave 
him an allowance which ne constantly over- 
spent. On those occasiors when he applied 
tome for money I merely ed him to be 
more careful.“ ;

looking young man, or, rather, good-looking 
boy, of decidedly English features, tine fore- 
head, straight nose, but not strong chin. 

“I would like to show you a bust of my 
son taken quite lately, he said, leading the 
way up-stairs in his handsome residence, 
There was a terra cotta bust with a decided- 
ly handsome face with striking resemblance 
to the late Prince Imperial, only the nose 
was a little more pronounced. it was similar 
to the photograph, only the features had 
grown larger and there was more character 
in the face.

The second case was Joseph Guers, aged 27, 
born at Chelles, Seine et Marne. He was 
bitten July 18, 1888, on the left side of the

The wounds were 
washed in eau phenique four hours after the 
bites occurred. The head of mad dog 
that made the bites reached the laboratory 
July 16. A guinea pig inoculated in the in- 
terior eye with the saliva of the dog’s head 
died of rabies Aug. 3. Guers’ tréatment be- 
gan July 16. At the end of July he became 
melancholy. He kept rubbing his hands to- 
gether. He bad violent headaches Aug: 5. 
He was seized with an attack of vomiting 
Aug. 6, and became violent Alig. 7. He was 
placed zn the Hospital Necker and died of 
rabies Aug. 8. : : 
Phe third case was Ferdinand Labeaume, 
aged 37, un agricujtural laboref at Chatenay, 
Seine. He was bitten by an unknown cat 
in the fleshy part of the second phalangue of 
the right medius. There were two severe 
bites. Labeaume was unable to make the 
cat let go of him. The cat was Killed. The 
blood flowed freely from the wounds, which 
were deep and were not cauterized. The re- 
mains of the cat that did the biting were 
brought to the laboratory and a guinea pig 
inoculated in the eye with poison from the cat. 
The guinea pig died from rabies twelve days 
later. Labeaume was placed under treat- 
ment May 30. He left tne institute June 3 
without giving warning of his intention. 
He returned June 14 because te felt severe 
pains in the arm and severe headache. His 
inoculations were continued, but in spite of 
them Labeaume’s sufferings continued. His 
temperament became aitered. He wrote 
notes about his sufferings, and died of rabies 
in the Hospital de Versailles early in July. 
Of the persons who have died of rabies 
after the completion of the treatment the 
first case was Mathew 
age, a miner of St. Jean 
He was bitten June 16, 


wards. The cat was proved by a vetermary 
surgeon to have been mad. Ducos was treat- 
ed from June 20 to July 7. July 16, after 
having been exposed to rain, he felt pains in 
the arm. His suffering increased during the 
night of the 19th and 20th. The 20th he en- 
tered the Hospital de St. Etuenne. His 
strength became less. Then he had wild 
hallucinations and died of rabies July 3. 
Rabbits inoculated from poison taken from 
Ducos died of rabies the sixteenth day. 

The second case was Lucien Mesnil, 44 
years of age, of Chuatenay, Seine. He was 
bitten March 29, 1888, in the finger by a cat. 
There were seven bites, five of them deep 
ones. The wounds were cauterized with a 
red-hot iron six and a half hours afterwards 
by adoctor. The cat belonged to Mesnil. It 
had not eaten anything since March 22—seven 
days. It flew at dogs and poultry. An autopsy 
of the cat disclosed the presence of a straw 
in its stomach. Mesnil’s treatment began 
March 29 aad continued till April 12. In July 
pains were felt in the finger that had been 
bitten. Then July 24 he had pains in the 
arm, followed by pains in both arms, accom- 
panied by a sensation of cold. July 26 sleep- 
lessness set in, together with general rest- 
lessness. July 27 there was difficulty in 
breathing and swallowing. The 29th acute 
hydrophobia with spasms began, and death 
occurred July 30. This case was attended 
by Dr. Dausetts.

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MORPHINE EATING DID rr. 


DR. TONS’ DESPERATE AND ‘SUCCESS- 
FUL ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE. 


After Spending Several Days at the Wash- 
ingtonian Home He Grows Despondent, 
Tears His Sheet Into Strips, Out. of 
Which He Makes a Rope, and Then 


Hangs Himself—A Large Practice Lost 


and a Promising Career Blighted by 
the Deadly Drug. 

Dr. Edwin L. Tons, an inmate in the mor- 
phine department of the Wash ian 
Home, made a desperate effort to kill himself 
Saturday might and succeeded. He was 
found dead by one ot the attendants vester- 
day with a sheet around his neck. The ends 
of the improvised rope were tied to the foot 
of the bed, and the slack part twisted into a 
noose, through which the doctor bad drawn 
his head, aliowing the weight of his body to 
strangle him. A towel lying near by showed 
indications of having been used as a rope, 
and it is surmised that Dr. Tons first tried to 
kill himseif with that, but finding it too 
short he tore his sheet into strips, rolled them 
into @ rope, and then hanged himself. 

Dr. Tons was a confirmed victim of the 
morphine habit, and to this can be traced 
the reason for the despondency which ended 
in seif-murder. Superintendent Wilkias of 
the Washingtonian Home said that Dr. Tons 
entered the home last Wednesday. He was 
in a terribly wrecked state _physical- 
ly, his limbs being much emaciated ana 
showing innumerable scars caused by 
the use of a hypodermic syringe in inject- 
ing: mogphine into his system. He showed 
the debilitating effects of morphine in a more 
marked degree than Mr. Wilkins had ever 
previously seen. He began improving imme- 
diately after he was admitted to the hospital.

There were no signs of any intent to commit 


suicide. On the contrary, he grew more 
cheerful day by day—so much so that Satur- 
day he was allowed considerable freedom. 
Saturday night the steward, as usual, gave 
him his medicine at 10 o0’clock. He was then 
unusually cheerful, and seemed to be on the 
sure road to recovery, 

When Dr. Tons entered the home he had 
given, as his nearest relative, a brother in 
Fort Wayne, Ind. The doctor, who was mar- 
ried, lived with his wife last May at 604 Van 
Buren street. He had an office at Jackson 
and State streets, and a good practice down- 
town and on the West Side. His wife, it is 
said on account of his morphine-eating habit, 
left him and went to Toledo, O., where her 
parents live. The doctor was popular, and 
his friends that he had a great future 
before him, but the terrible morphine habit 
had a terrible hoid on him, and he grew des- 
perate and despondent, his actions frequent- 
ly causing his friends to doubt his sanity. 

The doctor moved in June to Washington 
boulevard, and soon after returned to Van 
Buren street, renting rooms at No. 339. He 
had been successful in practice on the West 
Side and in the city for the last six years. 
Numerous patients on Van Buren street tes- 
tifiea to his skill as a physician, Henry 
Myers of No. 448 West Van Buren street de- 
claring that the doctor had once saved his 
life. 

But little was known of him in the neigh- 
boring drug stores. At Doolittle's, on the 
corner of Aberdeen, he was characterized &s 
being a bundle of nerves. He had patronized 
this drug store for awile, but when he was 
refused opium or morphine he transferred 
his custom elsewhere. Those who knew him 
at all intimately were shocked to learn of his 
death. The inquest will be held today at the 
Washingtonian Home. :

“T cannot answer that question,” Emma 
replied through the translation of her sister, 
for she could not speak English. “We were 
all pledged not to say anything to outsiders 
about matrimony while on the journey.” 

But Ida Nilson asserted positively that 


Emma was affianced to Hagsberg, as were 


two other young women in the party. It was 
through fear of the laws which are now be- 
ing enforced in Utah against polygamy that 
these dupes of Mormon sophistry were 
silenced on th@s There were seven- 
ty-two of the Swedish converts, and they 
were accompanied by 149 freshly-made Mor- 
mons from other countries, principaily En- 
giand. They have goneon their journey to 
Salt Lake. 2 

Through Ida Nilson, who is living at No. 
677 Henry street, Brookiyn, and who is as 
strongly opposed to Mormonism as her sis- 
ter is infatuated with it, several curious 
facts about this latest importation have been 
learned. The Swedes, were from the 
Province of Blekings, and were brought to 
an acceptance of polygamy by the preaching 
of Hagsberg, anutive of that section, who 
had been two years there at the work. He 
had left Sweden a widower about twenty 
years before, but he had taken three wives 
in Utah, where he an extensive farm a 
few miles from Sait Lake City.

Result of the Bondholders’ Investigation 
as to How Gould Wrecked the Road. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—The 
following facts concerning Gould’s mode of 
wrecking the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway are taken from an advance copy of 
the report of the special committee appointed 
by the bondholders to investigate the phys- 
ical and financial condition of the system. 
In general the committee find that the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas is in a wretched 
physical condition, that it has suffered 
from a diversion of traffic, and that 
its interests have not been properly 
protected. The 749 miles north of Texas will 
require $1,565,000 to be putin proper condi- 
tion. The 710 miles known as the Texas 
Division is also in a bad way and will re- 
uire 81. 480.000 for repairs. Taking the por- 
hon of the road as operated by the Interna- 
tional & Great Northern, with the branches, 
there will be to lace 
im tar working order $1,721,904, 
aggregating in distance about 909 
miles, or $1,850 a mile. To average this with 
all the lines of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
it shows an expenditure of about $2,000a 
mile for the entire railroad property of 2,360 
miles. it would be economical and advan- 
us to the property to make this outlay 
of $2,840,080 during aterm of not less than

The Missouri Pacific Railroad either directly 
or by its lines reaches pretty much all the im- 
ortant points of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
ilway and its owned properties. AS a conse- 
quence, it would become a erous competitor 
for business ir case of separation. But it must 
also be remembered that the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas would be as dangerous to the Missouri 
Pacific and that both systems would suffer by 
any such competition. In all su competitions 
the wealthier corporation is usua ly the greater 
loser.

The Cassandran words of the soldier will 
not make a deep impression upon the best 
sentiment of hisown country; while they 
serve the far more practical purpose of 
drawing attention to the remarkable truth 
that, although her military aspect has grad- 
ually dwindled, the supremacy of England, 
in everything tha} constitutes civilization, 
Las steadily increased. Lord Wolseley con- 
trasts to the apparent disadvantage of the 
present the position England holds in the 
world with that she held after Blenheim and 
Waterloo. Nothing could more clearly dem- 
onstrate the narrowness of Lord Wolseley’s 
own vision. It 18 only he who cannot dis- 
cover that Engiand today is vastly more pow- 
erful, is more respected throughout the 
world, and morally is far more likely to di- 
rect the destimes of the human race than 
she was when Marlborough led her armies 
and discredited her manhood; when her ar- 
mies themselves were made up of illiterate, 
immoral human machines almost as unworthy 
to be called men asthe guns they fired; 
and when her function.in the affairs of men 
was the ignoble réle of bully and robber. 

The period that has passed since the battle 
of Waterloo is the mostillustrious in the 
career of Great Britain. Its renown is seen 
in the political changes which wise and 
beneficent legislation have effected among 
her own people. It is seen resplendentiy in 
the spread of free education, in the un- 
paralleled application of the devices and 
principles of science to the improvement of 
the conditions of human existence; in the 
more humane as well as the more enlightenea 
treatment of the cripples, mental and physi- 
cal, of the sick, and of the poor. It is seen 
in the uplifting of the masses of her mine 
and factory workers from @ state of chronic 
brutalism into at least the beginning of a 
kinder and more cheerful life. It 1s seen in 
the increase of the number of her manu- 
factures and the grading up of their quality 
under the stimulation of art influences, 
widening every year through the establish 
ment of museums throughout the British 
Islands, and the multipiying of free technical 
schools. It is emphasized in the diminution 
of crime which her statistics show. 

Tne most significant factor in these results 
of the evolution of a policy of peace out of 
the grim and barbdrous traditions of su- 
premacy by war alone is the power of the 
democracy which Lord Wolseley denounces. 
It is comprehensible that a soldier who has 
himself shown no genius; who has never been 
put do the military tests which Marlborough, 
Eugene, Napoleon, Wellington, Grant, and 
Sherman encounte successfully, may ex- 
aggerate the value of military genius in an 
age whose standards are no longer those of 
the camp or the council of war. It is not 
surprising that a commander withoyt an op- 
portunity should seek to find a cause for 
complaint against what must appear to him 


the slight of Fate and the negiect of his 


time. But the fact stands out as conspicu- 
ously as the dreariness of Lord Wolseley“s 
own military career that the glory of Great 
Britain has been coincident with the growth 
of her democracy. She is today foremost in 
the world as an imperial power; but her 
supremacy is passive. 

The insignificant minority of English demo- 
crats who seek to overthrow all government 
are of small importance in the shaping of her 
imperial course. The true English democ- 
racy is the power that has been conservative- 
ly but effectually seeking to remedy the de- 
fects in the land laws, whose operation,should 
the food supply become endangered, would 
cease under a revolution as certain and 
probably no more violent than that which 
abolished the landlord’s monopoly on corn, 
and which will be gradually modified under 
Liberal legislation until the surviving 
monopoly is gotten under rational control. 
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The Presidential contest in New York

of the criminal classes of all grades. All 
this goes down on the credit side of his polit- 
ical ledger, and it is two big items. But 
there are some things to be entered on the 
debit side. 

The mugwumpa, while pretty loyal to 
Cleveland, will not touch free whisky Hill. 
He has alienated them not merely by his 
servile subserviency to liquor interests but 
because of his steady anti-reform policy; the 
aqueduct boodle and other scandals he has 
been mixed up with; and his continued pros- 
titution of his office to party and personal 
ends. Of the 42,000 Prohibitioniste many, 
while refusing to support Harrison, will cast 
their votes for ex-Senator Miller in order to 
knock out Hill, who is the very essence and 
incarnation of the saloon they hate. Of course 
those Prohibimonista who aim solely at the 
defeat of the Republican party, the bitter 
and venomous ones whose soured malignancy 
aims only at its injury, will vote to heip Hill, 
but there will unquestionably be large gains 
to Miller from the ranks of the more rational 
Prohibiwonists, Then—and this is the most 
serious feature of the case—tnere are great 
Democratie defections from Hill. These are 
not confined to what may be called the 
hich-toned Democrats of New York 
City and Brooklyn, the members of 
the Reform Clubs, who are against him be- 
cause he has been against all efforts to reform 
the business administration of the City Gov- 
ernment, but they are tound among the rank 
and file of the party all over the State. The 
New York Times, which is now the leading 
Democratic paper in the State, declares that 
there are 75,000 church-going, temperance, 
civil-service reform, conservative business 
Democrats who will vote for Miller and 
Cleveland not because they believe in the 
Republican party and its policy, but because 
they think the men Who run the State Demo- 
cratac machine in State matters should be 
taught a needed lesson. They gave notice 
before the convention that there would bea 
great boit if Hill were nominated, and they 
mean to keep their word. The Time does 
not dealin generalities. It says that Ulster 
County, for example, a Demooratic strong- 
hold, in which Hill has put in a deal of mis- 
sionary work, will give a heavy majority 
against him. The Democratic farmers, me- 
chanics, and Wwage-carners, as well as mer- 
chants, there are generally temperance men, 
and against the saloonist-free-whisky Hill 
chiefly because of his vetoes of the liquor tax 
bills. The other charges they do not. pay 
much attention to, but this constaut “ cater- 
ing to the rum-selling element,” as they call 
it, is more than they can stand. 

So, after looking at both sides of the ac- 
count, it seems as if Hill was “ rushing down 
the torrent of his fate,” andas if nothing 
could save him. His henchmen tell the bolt- 
ing Democrats that “if they do not come 
back Clevelana wili get hurt.”
